Ie JURISDICTION AND GENERAL PRINCIPLES 

Article 6. The Tribunal established by the Agrcement referred 
to in Article 1 hereof for the trial and punishment of the major 
war criminals of the European Axis countries shall have the power 
to try and punish persons who, acting in the intcrests of the 
European Axis countries, whether as individuals or as members of 
organizations, committed any of the following crimes. 

The following acts, or any of them, are crimes coming within 

the jurisdiction of the Tribunal for which there shall be individual 
responsibility: 

(a) CRIMES AGAINST PEACE: namely, planninc, preparation, 
initiation or wacçing of a war of aggression, or a war 
in violation cf international treaties, agreements or 
assurances, or participation in a common plan or 
conspiracy for the accomplishment of any of the foregoing; 

(b) WAR CRIMES: namely, violations of the laws or custors

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C. STATEMENT OF EVIDENCE 


The evidence discussed below will establish that defendant FUNK 
was involved in the whole cycle of the conspirators! program. It will 
show that he was a central figure in the Nazi conspiracy and that he 
was aware of, and actively promoted, the realization of all its ends, 
Ihe evidence will make it clear that defendant FUNK actively promoted 
the conspirators' accession to power and the consolidation of their 
control over Germany, and this with full knowledze of the fact that 
the realization of the conspirators! program which had been openly 
announced by the Nazi Party and by Hitler, and which he hinself helped 
to formulate, envisaged the use of ruthless terror and force within 
and, if necessary,outside of Germany. 

The evidence will also establish that, becuase of his activities 
as Undersecretary of the üinistry of Public Enlightenment and Propaganda = 
one of the most vicious of Nazi institutions — and as Minister of 
Economics, defendant FUNK shares special responsibility for the unrelenting 
persecution of Jews and others deemed undesirable by Nazi standards, 
for psychologically mobilizing the German people for war and for weaksning 
the willingness and capacity of the conspirators! intended victims to 
resist aggression, 

lt will also be plain from the evidence that, with full knowledge 
of the conspirators?! plans for aggression, defendant FUNK, in his 
capacities as Minister of Economics, President of the Reichsbank, and 
Chief Plenipotentiary for Economics, mobilized the German economy for 
aggressive war, In these capacities and as a member of the Ministerial 
Council for Defense and the Central Planning Board, he also actively 
participated in the waging of aggressive war, Finally, by virtue of 
his membership in the Central Planning Board, which formulated and directed 
the execution of the program for the enslavement, the exploitation and 
the degradation of millions of foreign workers, defendant FUNK also 
shores special responsibility for the Nazi slave labor program, The 
French Prosecution will, it is understood, deal with this aspect 


of defendant FUNK'S individual responsibility in detail,

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It is also understood that both the French and Sovict prosecutors 
will submit evidence showing defendant FUNK'S special responsibility 
for the criminal boting of the resources of occupied countries, 


Ie DEFENDANT FUNK ACTIVELY PROMOTED THE CONSPIRATORS! ACCESSION 
TO POWER (COUNT ONE, IV, especially (A), (B), (C), (D) 2, 3(a)). 


A statement of defendant FUNK'S positions and activities is 
included in Document No, 3533-PS which is set forth in Appendix À of 
this brief. Defendant FUNK, althouzh he signed this statement, 
inserted several reservations and denials with respect to certain of 
the positions and activities, Defendant FUNK'S submissions in this 
connection, which are indicated on the face of Document No. 3533-FS, 
should be evaluated in tne light of the statements set forth in 
Document No, 3563-PS, which is also included in Appendix A. That 
document collects relevant excerpts from German publications, of 
which tnis Tribunal may properly take judicial notice. 

An examination of this document will reveal that these German 
publications directly contradict every contention which FUNK has made 
with rcspect to his holding the positions and carryinz on the activities 
which were listed in Document 3533-PS. For example, in his comment 
concerning item (b) of Document N0s3533-PS, defendant FUNK denies that 
he was Hitler's Personal Economic Adviser during the 1930's. On the 
other hand, Document No.3563=PS (at pel) quotes four German publications, 
each of which states unequivocally that defendant FUNK was Hitler's 
Personal Economic Adviser. 

As is indicated by the documents discussed above, defendant FUNK, 
soon after he joined the Nazi Party in 1931, began to hold important 


positions in the rarty and soon qualified as one of the Nazi inner circle, 


Thus, he promptly became not only Hitler's Personal Economic Adviser, but 
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also Chief of the Economic Division of the Central Nazi Party Directorate 
and Chairman of the Party's Committee on Economic Policy.

It will appear below that this lecree vas part of a system of econonic 
persecution which obliterated Jewish ownership in all commercial, financial

In 1938, the death of von Rath in Paris was exploited by the Nazis 
as a pretext for intensifying the persecution of the Jews. Their new anti- 
Jewish policy called for the complete climination of Jews from the cconomic 
life of Germany. Defendant FUNK took a si-nificant part in both the form-

It is plain that defendant FUNK exercised comprehensive 
authority over large areas of the German: economy whose proper 
orcanizetion and direction were critical to sffective war pre- 
paration. The once nowerful German military machine which rested 
on the foundation of thoroush economie preparat on reflected the 
contribution which defen!"nt FUNK had mn: le tc Nazi aggression. 

Immediately before this machine was dire.ted arnins 
Poland, the final preraratory steps were t: cen and the previous 
a»nointment of FUNK as Chief Flenivotertisry for Heorornics was 
mide public, Thus on 27 .\ugust 1939, FUNK, in this »;pacity, 
issued two decrees, one intro'uceing general rationing of conswiers! 
goods, the other setting up regional econoaic authorities,

Defendant FUNK mobilized the German economy for war with 
ful] knowledge of the plans for military aggression. àn 
irresistible inference o? such knowledge arises iron the com- 
bination of several factors: from FUNK!S long and intimate 
assoention with the Nazi inner cirlce, from the very nature of 


his official functions, from the wor-cominated settin:; of Nazi 


Germany, from the fact thot force and the thrent of force had 
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become the open and primary instruments of Nazi nolicy, and 
finally from the fact that at the seme time that FUNK was makine 
economic preparations, specific plans for aggression - later to 
be carried out — were being formulated, volans which could only 
be effective if they were synchronized with the complementary 
economic measures, 

Ihe foregoing argument, like most arguments regarding 
knowledge and intent in the law, may be said to be inferential. 
But the inference is, as has boon stated, an irrestible ono. 
Moreover, the argument is reinforced beyond any question by 
considering, in the light of the factors 3oscribod above, 
the more snecific and direct evidence of defendant FUNK's 
knowledge of the agrressive plans. Thus, FUNK, at the very 
beginnings of the Nazi Government, had stated that the absorp- 
tion of Austria by Germany was a political and economic neces- 
sity and that it would be achieved by whatever means wore necessary.

Thus, in April of 1941, defendant 
ROSENBERG, after he had teen appointed deputy for centrelized treatment 
of prcvlemsa coLcerrnire the Eastern Territories, discussed with defendant 
FUNK the economic problems which would be raised when the plans for

D. ARGUMENT AND CONCLUSION 





The evidence, it is submitted, has mede it clear that 
defendant FUNK was a central figure in the Nazi conspiracy, and that, 
es a member of the Nazi inner circle, he helped formulate, was aware 
of, and promoted the realization of the conspirators! program, 

He knew, moreover, that this progrem enviseged the use of ruthless 
terror and force within and, if necessery, Outside of Germany, and 
thet it contempleted violetions of the lews of humenity end the lews 
of peace. Defendant FUNK, by promoting the conspirators! accession 
to power and the realizetion of their progrem, signified his approval 
of such violations, 

The evidence hes elso established thet, efter tho Nazi seizure 
of power, defendant FUNK promoted the achievement of the conspiretors! 
progrem by acts which were violetions of the laws of humenity and the 
lews of peece. Ho violeted the laws of humanity end the laws of 
peece by virtue of his activities in tho Ministry of Propegenda, 
activities which fomented and cerriod out tho ruthless persecution 
of Jews end dissidents, which psychologically mobilized the German 
people for aggressive war, and which reduced the willingnoss and 
capacity of the conspirators! intended victims to resist aggression., 
He also violated the laws of humanity by participating, 2s Minister 
of Economics, in the formulation and execution of the policy calling 
for the complete elimination of the Jews from the German economy. 

As Minister of Economics, President of tho Reichshenk, end 
Chief Plenipotentiery for Economics, he wes guilty of additionel 
violations of the lews of peace, beceuse he mobilized the Gormen 
economy for aggressive wer, with full knowledge of the conspirators! 
plens for aggression. Moreover, in these cepecities, and as a 
member of the Ministeri=1 Council for the Defense and the Central 
Plenning Boerd, he also activoly perticipeted in the weginz of 
eggressivo wars.
